STATE IMPROVEMENTS. 

As we publish our paper only once a week, and 
are desirous of affording as much variety as pos- 
sible, we have not given our readers the parti- 
culars of the state of internal improvement in 
Pennsylvania, nor do we hnow that it would be 
required at our hands; but as we feel, and doubt 
not our readers, or a majority of them, share 
those feelings with us, deeply interested in the 
works that must give new consequence to the 
state, and add immensely to her wealth and po- 
pulation, we can scarcely refrain from noticing 
particular stages at which the great work from 
time to time arrives, and congratulate all that 
so much is done. 

In prosecuting our inquiries as to the amount 
which will probably be done this season upon 
the Penasylvania Canal, we learn that there is 
every probability that, by Christmas, there will 
be not less than two hundred miles of the great 
work completed. In this are to be included the 
extension of the line from Middletown, below 
Harrisburgh, to the extent of that portion—per- 
haps to Lewistown; the portion beyond the 
mountains, beginning at the Kiskeminetas, and 
proceeding to the Allegheny river, and crossing 
that stream twice: in approaching Pittsburgh; 
and the Delaware section, commencing below 
Bristol, and extending on towards Easton. Of 
these various routes, it is believed, two hundred 
miles will be finished this season. 

In addition to these divisions of the canal, it is 
likewise understood that the rail road, which is 
to extend from Columbia, on the Susquehanna, 
through Lancaster county, and the other dis- 
tricts between that fertile portion of our state, 
across the Schuylkill into the city, will be com- 
menced this fall, and proceeded with as far as 
the appropriations of the state will allow. 

The above are all state improvements, com- 
menced and carried on at the expense of the 
commonpealth, and, we doubt aot, to her de- 
cided advantage. Connected with these, as 
forming a line of outlet for the Pennsylvania 
Canal, is the Union Canal. This, though 
private or company property, becomes of as 
much interest to the public as the other branches 
of inland conveyance, inasmuch as it forms a 
link that connects the Pennsylvania Canal with 
the Schuylkill. This important work has been 
for some time finished, and has, we believe, mot 
the expectation of the enterprizing gentlemen 
who prosecuted it to its completion, excepting 
one or two failures during the last season, owing, 
perhaps, to the state of the rock, being lime- 
stone, through which its summit level is cut, and 
the failure of the water in the Swatara Creek, 
by which its surmmit is supplied. Perplexing as 
these.things have been, and calculated to dis- 
hearten some, we believe that, by exertions, the 
difficulties have been completely remedied, and 
means have been adopted for securing a greater 
quantity of water than the Swatara has furnish- 
ed, and thus preventing, for another season, the 
inconveniences that were exercised, for a very 
short time the last summer. 

The Schuylkill navigation has not been inter- 
rupted, and immense quantities of coal and pro- 
duce have found their way to our markets by that 
means; and, as a consequence, much merchan- 
dise has been purchased in this city, and sent up 
by the return boats.
